The applicant in this case is an infant and the record evidence is to the 
effect that he was born in San Francisco on Nov. 27, 1940. He appears to be about 
the age given for him. The alleged parents are members of a theatrical group and 
Were admitted to the United States ex SS PRESIDENT COOLIDGE, Dec. 8, 1939. The 
alleged father is of the Chinese rece and the alleged mother is a child of a Chinese 
father and an English mther. The evidence appears to reasonably establish that the 
applicant was born in this country. I recommend approval of the application.
